DEEP WATERWAYS ' CONVENTION.

James A. Henderson Will Represent the
Keystone State.

THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE OHIO RIVER

On Thursday, December 17, repreeenta-
tives interested in the inland water naviga-
tion of the United States will meet in De-
troit to attend what is stvled the Deep
Waterways Consention, the primary
object being to urgempon the Government
and mpation at large the importance of
making the channels of the lakes and their
harbors deen enough for safe navigation for
vessels drawing 20 or 21 fest of water, and
at the sume 1ime 1o disenss the advisability
of digging & canal to connect the lakes with
the ocean, the proposed canal, of course, to
secommodate vessels of the dmifi spoken of.

Sinee the whaleback bas demonstrated
the feasibility of ihe United States’
revolutionizing the carrying trade of
the world at 20 per cent of the
cost of the preseat merchant marine at
Clyde prices, the Iake shippers and navi-
gators bave awakened to the importance of
chaunels sufficiently deep to accommodate
vessels several times the tonnage of the
MeDongal whaleback that lately steamed
from Duluth to Liverpool. All the trades
and professions of Detroit have joined to
make the convention a snecess.

James A, Henderson Will Attend.

Ther acked Governor Pattison to atiend,
and he replied that he eould not, but sug-
pested that thev invite the men he ap-
pointed delegates to the Evansville con-
vention, and they have scted on the sug-
cestion, and James A, Henderson, of this
city, has been asked to go, and will be on
hand.

At the Dretroit convention the advantazes
ofa canal from this city to lake Erie
shonld be urged strongly, as the great
minded men who have made those cities can
easily e made see the mutnal advantages to
be derived. Colonel T. P. Roberts has fre-
quently called attention to the great possi-
bilities, or mather certainties, that would
scerue from such a work, but thev should
be repeated and dwelt upon until they take
possession of the public ear.

But there is another matter of great im-
portance that should also be kept before the
publié, and that is the necessity of improv-
ine the Ohio river by slack-watering it
Railroade cannot do the heavy freight busi-
ness of this country now, even ot the preat
cost of carringe and what will be the con-
dition when tho West, Northwest and
Southwest are ax densely populated as the
Middle States? Bat the cost of improving
the (dhio river would be less than that of
building one great trunk line railway and it
wonld enzhle us to move more freight than
all the railways in the country can handle
and reach by means of short railway con-
nections every place of note in all those
sections. We cannot depend on the su-
periority of oor ooal for supremacy, for in
time the South will take awsy a vast partof
our market if we do nothing to stop it.

The Home of Heavy Freight

Asx this city originates more heavy freight
than the entire Atlantic scaboard, the cost
of handling it is of first importance, and the
foliowing table of comparative rates in six
elasses of freight isol interest, Twenty-five
to 50 per eent difference between water and
rail freights between Pittsburg and Cinein-
nati or Louisville; 12 to 35 per cent between
I"itisburg and St Louis, and 40 to 63 per
vent beiween Pitisburg and New Orleans
are extremely interesting items when it is
ronsidered that in dull times this saving
may be all the profit obtainable from the
miaunlatture of an article.

The rale is that the greater the distance
of chipment the greater disparity between
1ail and water trunsportation, but through
water carriage is moeh less between Pitts-
bure and St Louis than rail, notwithstand-
iz the former is nearly twice the distance
of the latter, vat river carriage to that eity
lahors under another disadvantage—the
powerful corrent of the Mississippi for 200
miles, and when 12 to 33 per cent can be
saved by river motwithstanding, it only
adds cmphasis to the importance of improv-
ing our great waterway.

Speed nx Well as Cheapness,

A Government engineer stated some time
ngo that the people of the conntry were
wwaking to the importance of waterways,
both natural and artificial, and that 20 years

from now much of its inland freight-
ing would arain be done on eanals,
und thix enzineer then stated what very
tew people yet appreciate, viz., that on

rood rivers freight 1s earried long distances
more quickly by boat than on milways, and
this statement Mr. Henderson substantiantes,
The packet that loaded here on Monday
evening will deliver her eargo in Cincinnati
on Thursday morning, harring aceident,
which is not any more likely by river than
11_\' rail,

High class freirht, carried under special
regulations, is delivered sooner by rail than
by river, but high-class freight carrying
eontributes a eomparatively small portion
of the country’s business,

An authority states that the Ohio river
ean be slack-watered by means of 20 dams ot
the strle of that at Davis" Island, so as to
give practically uninterrupted navigation all
the year. Of course ice may caunse deten-
tion some vears, but not more than =now
driftz ardinarily obstruct milway traffic.
These dams will cost $000,000 each, or £18,-
000,000 iu all. 1t would pay the country to
build ihem sl in one year, but it is too
much to expect that eectional jealousy
would allow it.  Bot certainly one dam
might be built each year, even thongh the
surplus be somewhsat reduced.

The Movablie Dam Question.

A riverman states that the opposition of
the coalmen to moveable dams has almost
entirely disuppeared, as at present they can
rel away with 12, 000,000 bushels of coal as
quickly as they could with half that
amount before the dam was bailt, owing to
increased harbor facilities, snd another
riverman says that were there 21 dnms on
the Ohio instead of one & boat wonld not

ose quore than four hours in getting
throngh al! of them, so that the detention
would be immaterial, and would be more
then made up by the increased speed possi-
ble in & perfectly safe channel.

To get something like a correct idea of
the growth of the earrying buosiness be-
tween here and the West, it is only neees-
eary to consider that it was formerly more
casily handled by light locomotives, hanl-
ing 20 ecars carrying 20,000 pounds each,
than it is now with monster engines, draw-
imz from 40 1o G0 cars of 40,000 to 60,000
pounds freight.  All  business suffors from
n searcity of cars during  busy seasons, and
i sitpation growe worse yearlv.

FIFTH SANDERS WERE ALL SMALL.

Stray Wildeats Which Are Kow Going Down
in Various Flaces,

WORK IN  THE BSISTERSVIILE FIELD

‘The Gorden, or third sand came in a few
lengths ahead at MeDonald vesterday in
the race with its deeper rival, the fifth. In
the matter of new production the third sand
wells completely overshadowed the wells
which were drilling in the lower formation.
Three wells reached the Gordon, and
are mot failures by any means.
Two of them were making 20 barrels
an hour last evening and the other is good
for at least 100 barrels & day. The first be-
longs to Robison, Brown & Co. It is lo-
cated on the Pasher lot in the extreme
northeastern part of the borongh, nnd enly
a few feet feet from the Allegheny county
line, The production of this well yesterday
afternoon was 20 barrels an hour. North
and south of it are big Gordon sanders, and
when it is drilled deeper into the rock the
output may go to 30 barrels an hous. The
owners do not intend to drill it past the
Gordon for some time,

Gettman, Wanky & Co.'s well, on the

So much has
been expected from thisrock that unlessa
a well comes in at 150 or 200 barrels an hour
it is lonked upon s being vext door toa dry
hole, W. P. Rend's No. 2, on his own prop-
erty at Laurel Hill, was drilled into the
fitth sand yesterday, but mno oil
was found, and the produnction which
the well hnd from the Gordon sand was en-
tirely dried up by the gas from the fourth.
It is probable that the well will be shot in
the Gordon to open it up once more und
then be plogged between the Gordon and
fourth to keen back the zas from the latter
farmation. The Devonian 0il Company’s
No. 2, an the Boyce heirs” farm in southwess
McCurdy, got the fifth sand yesterday morn-
ing, but is good for only ten barrels an hour.
